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What is women’s place 


“In accordance with th

Comments, ranging from, “The Pope is a 
male chauvinist pig,” to “Doesn’t make any 
difference to me,” were uncovered in a 
recent informal Clarke poll dealing with 
women’s role in the Catholic Church. 

Last September Pope Paul VI decreed, 
“In accordance with the venerable tradi- 
tion of the Church, the ministry of lector 
and acolyte is reserved for men.” For this, 
he received much criticism from feminist 
groups who felt that women should be 
made more equal in the eyes of the Church. 

On March 24 the Pontiff granted his 
official blessing to women distributing 
communion in churches suffering from 
acute priest shortages. Nothing further was 
said about lectors. 

According to Reverend James Barta, 
Clarke College chaplain, the conflict is 
focused between revelation of Divine Law 
and the traditional role women have held 
in the ministry of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Much of the basis used to support the 
contention that God never intended women 
to perform priestly duties stems from the 
Epistles of St. Paul. In Timothy 3:12-15 St. 
Paul writes, “Let a woman learn in silence 
with all submission. For I do not allow a 
woman to teach, or to exercise authority 
over men; but she is to keep quiet. For 
Adam was formed first, then Eve. And 
Adam was not deceived, but the woman was 
deceived and was in sin.”

It would seem funny; none of the 
apostles were women.” For this reason she 
doesn’t view the role of women in the 
Church as extending beyond that of lector 
or acolyte. 

A sophomore supports the idea of women 
only distributing communion. “When Christ 
started the Church it was His apostles who 
were men.” However in the case of a 
severe shortage she feels it would be all 
right for lay people, including women, to 
give out Holy Eucharist. 

Looking at the situation as a member 
of the Lutheran Missouri Synod, Connie 
Brunscheen points out, “In our Church 
women cannot even vote; only the men 
can.” She backs this up with biblical refer- 
ences. 

But in a contrasting opinion Sr. Ann 
Michele Shay, BVM, asserts, “If it’s theo- 
logically all right for men to assume the 
priestly role it’s all right for women. We 
are all priests by our baptism. Just as Christ 
was a prophet and teacher, so each of us 
is called to be prophet and teacher.” She 
believes that just as the early Church made 
Christianity universal by extending the 
teachings of Christ from Jews to Gentiles, 
so also the modern Church is universalized 
to include women as well as men.

There has not been an overabundance of 
fiery articles written in The Courier this 
year because, unfortunately, most people 
at Clarke have had very complacent atti- 
tudes about the state of affairs around this 
campus. We seem to be in a type of stag- 
nant rut, not willing to fight or work for 
or against any cause.
